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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the addition of the specific agents deemed as 
nitric oxide donor compounds does not place the application in condition for allowance. Since the same agent (L-arginine) is being 
administered under the same conditions in the prior art as in the instant claims, the general promotion of neurogenesis must inevitably 
occur in each case. Applicant appears to object to the absence of a secondary reference for the outstanding 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection. 
The rejection was made a 103(a) rejection because the prior art (Bredt et al.) does not specifically teach production of neurons. However, 
relying on applicants disclosure, the definition of neurogenesis includes synaptogenesis. Bredt et al. teach NO donors potentiate synaptic 
transmission. A secondary reference is not needed because all elements are present. It is merely a difference of nomenclature. 
Regarding the assertion that synaptogenesis is the formation of new synapses, this is not defined in the instant specification.
